These tow bodies interpenetrate 
each other but the etheric is permanent. The 
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physical body is only a protective covering for the 
etheric body during its passage through the 
earth-life."

Ararat Lunatic Asylum, or Aradale, is the 
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largest abandoned lunatic asylum in Australia. 
Opened in 1867, Aradale was reserved for many 
of the incurable mental patients in Victoria during 
the 1800s. An estimated 13,000 people died here 
during 140 years of operation. 

Thirteen people were executed at the Ballarat 
Jail in Ballarat.

Brisbane City Hall in Brisbane, Australia has 
several stories of deaths spanning the eras 
before and after its construction. During 
construction, workmen were said to have died 
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while laying the foundations, which were on top 
of a former swamp. It is also said that the area 
was once a significant Aboriginal site - either a

meeting place or campground. 

One story relates the death of a maintenance 
man, or lift attendant, who either fell to his death 
down the lift well or was crushed by the lift - this 
story likely results from a suicide from the clock 
tower that occurred in 1935.(Haunts Of Brisbane) 

Another story claims an American soldier was 
stabbed to death during World War II, after a fight 
over an Australian girl turned ugly. Staff have 
reported the sounds of an argument from the 
.Red Cross Tea Room, and there are many 
reports of sounds and unusual activity in the 
areas surrounding these deaths. 



A third story claims the apparition of a woman 
is regularly seen traversing the main stairs in the 
lobby, and to look out over the foyer. A story 
which likely results from another suicide from City 
Hall's Clock Tower in 1937, although recent 
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photos of the stairwell exhibit a possible

North Head Quarantine Station in Manly, New 
South Wales housed victims of a number of 
diseases including smallpox and the Spanish flu 
between 1833 and 1984.

Port Arthur in Tasmania operate nightly ghost 
tours, however, no mention is made of the Port 
Arthur massacre.["Ghost Tour".

The Princess Theatre in Melbourne has 
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reported several ghosts since the building 
opened in 1886. The theatre’s best Known 
"inhabitant" is Frederick Baker, whose stage 
name was Frederick Federici, a talented 
bass-baritone singer who died in March 1888 
whilst singing the role of Mephistopheles in Faust 
and who was seen by the rest of the cast taking 
his bows with them shortly thereafter. For years 
the theater kept a seat vacant in the dress circle 
for Federici (only ceasing the practice on 
economic grounds), and his appearance in the 
dress circle during rehearsals for a new show is 
considered a good omen.["Rewind (ABC TV):

Whepstead House in Wellington Point, 
Queensland is rumoured to have a number of

disappeared without a trace; Gilbert & Martha’s 
son who had a withered leg and haunts the 
stairwell; and the ghost of an elderly servant who 
is seen around the house in a bowler's hat and 
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suit. While no historical basis has been found for 
any of these stories. 

The house itself acted as a private hospital for 
a number of decades, during which time over a 
dozen people passed away. It is considered likely 
that the building's haunted atmosphere and 
unusual events result from this period of use.

Victoria Park Railway Tunnel in Brisbane, 
•Australia played host to one of Brisbane's most 
famous ghost sightings in 1965, after a group of 
local children overheard rumors suggesting a 
ghost had been observed within the tunnel. The 
following night, the children crept down in the 
hope of spotting the apparition. One boy, lagging 

behind the rest of the group as they passed

was dragged by his friends to the nearby Royal

possessed by the ghost. The ensuing tale, as 
related by the children to hospital staff, made 
sensational newspaper headlines the next day, 
and within a short time thousands of local 
residents were lining both sides of the tunnel in 
the hopes of catching a glimpse of the ghost. The 
week following, the Victoria Park ghost became 
the major talking point of Brisbane, and 
numerous suggestions to its identity were put 
forward, although the spectre may very well have 
resulted from one of the numerous suicides that 
took place in Victoria Park in previous years.

Barbados: 

Chase Vault is a burial vault in the cemetery of 
the Christ Church Parish Church in Oistins, 
Christ Church, Barbados best known for a 
widespread but unverified legend of "mysterious 
moving coffins". According to the story, each time 
the heavily sealed vault was opened in the early 
19th century for burial of a family member, all of 
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the lead coffins had changed position. The facts 
of the story are unverified, and sceptics call the 
tale "historically dubious." The tale appears to

The castle stayed in the Dunsmuir 
family until 1930, however once it was sold, it is 
alleged that a family of specters moved in with 
the new tenants. The first sightings were of the 
son, who lost his life in the great war.

pond beside this castle. When it was transformed 
into a military academy, Mrs. Dunsmuir's ghost 
began to appear. She has been known to drag 
young cadets out of their beds, pulling them to 
the floor in the middle of the night.["Ghosts:

Hotel Rialto in Victoria. It was built in 1911 as 
Hotel Douglas by a Chinese merchant, but 
closed in December 2007 to undergo a complete 
set of renovations.

Behind the front 
desk (where only employees go) is the only door 
to the basement of this building. From time to 
time, employees have reported an apparitional 
knocking on the door below their feet when the 
basement is empty. Apparently the basement 
was once used a morgue. 



Hotel Vancouver in Vancouver. During the 
1930s and 1940s, Jennie Pearl Cox was a hotel 
ballroom regular at this hotel. After she lost her 
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life in a car collision in 1944 in front of the hotel, 
her apparition allegedly stuck around. 

Sightings range from a group of anonymous 
Japanese tourists whose room was already 
occupied by a "lady in red"- Cox was wearing a 
red dress at the time of her death- to visions of 
her passing through the elevator on the first and 
14th floors. Her spirit has become so popular that 
there is even a cocktail named after her in the 
lounge.["Hotel Vancouver-900 West Georgia 
Street ."Ghosts of Vancouver.

New Westminster Secondary School in New 
Westminster. A spectral anonymous boy's face 
inside the pool has been seen by faculty staff 
members where a boy drowned in the 1970s.
